BaileyCanyon Becomes 
Part of City Park System 


The Parks and Recreation 
Commission Monday evening 
decided to include Bailey 
Canyon into the parks system 
in Sierra Madre, maintaining 
it physically and establishing 
a budget to take care of 
the semi-wild park area in 
the northwestern section of 
the city. 

The City Council will take 
the matter under advisement 
at their next meeting Tuesday, 
May 25. 

“Volunteers have tiled to 
maintain the area and they 
have done a fantastic job 
under the guidance of Laurie 
Cooper. This is our way of 
saying, ‘Thank you, volun¬ 
teers, we appreciate what 
you’ve done and now we’ll 
do our share to help.’ We 
will also try to maintain it 
financially,” according to 


Paul Clifton, commissioner. 

How much will it take to 
maintain the area financially? 

“Volunteers are placing new 
benches which they’ll buy and 
the city plans to pave a por¬ 
tion of the parking lot. We’ll 
also spray the weeds. Other 
than that, it will take some 
research to plan a budget,” 
Clifton said. 

“Bailey is interesting. We 
want to keep it the same 
partially wild environment 
but reduce the weeds,” Clif¬ 
ton explained. He said that 
it had been a part of the 
flood control district before 
becoming part of the parks 
division of the city. 

Clifton also reported that 
he, Rita Thurman and Roger 
Keith, other commissioners, 
formed a task force two 
months ago to investigate 


the use permit of facilities • 
such as the senior citizen 
center and the recreation 
center. 

“We looked at the fee 
structure and the priority 
schedule for residents, and we 
passed a no smoking recom¬ 
mendation for those two 
structures. We plan to revise 
the permit forms essentially 
to make it easier to maintain 
and control and to allow it 
to remain a more pleasant 
environment,” Clifton said. 

He also reported that two 
youth musical groups will 
appear for free concerts in 
Memorial Park during Aug¬ 
ust. One is a soft rock con¬ 
cert and another group will 
put on four religous rock 
concerts, “contemporary 
music aimed at young peo¬ 
ple,” aifton concluded.

Warning of increased 

rabies danger 
for dogs and cats 


The California Veterinary Medical Association 
has recently issued a warning to cat and dog owners 
on the increased dangers of rabies in California. 

Reports from the Center for Disease Control 
have indicated that rabies cases have doudled in 
the last three years. 

More importantly, 1981 marks the first year 
since the Center for Disease Control began tracking 
the disease that the number of cat rabies cases 
exceeded dog cases, according to Dr. Kenneth 
Bernard, Center for Disease Control epidemiologist. 
Dr. Bernard says a major contribution to this 
statistic is a large increase in wild animals, par¬ 
ticularly skunks, and of course, exposure of cats 
to wildlife is much greater. 

While there is no immediate threat of a full- 
scale rabies outbreak, too many reports of rabid 
animals have been received to ignore their health 
threat to the public. Rabies, when untreated, means 
certain death to those whp have been bitten. Still, 
many cat and dog owners do not protect their 
animals or their families from the threat of this 
disease by having their animals inoculated. 

“For your own protection, have your dog and 
cat inoculated every two years,” says California 
Veterinary Medical Associatio n president. Dr. Bob 
Bryant of Paso Robles. 

“You may prevent painful and costly treat¬ 
ment for yourself or your neighbor.” 

What are the signs of rabies? 

A radical change from normal behavior occurs 
with the onset of rabies in an animal, both in the 
“Dumb” form and the “furious” form of the dis¬ 
ease. Wild animals which normally shun man 
will venture into the open and attack people or other 
animals. 

Afflicted animals are often uncoordinated and 
the muscles which control swallowing become para¬ 
lyzed so that saliva runs out of the mouth. This 
is the cau.se of “foaming at the mouth.” As the 
disease progresses, the animal may suffer con¬ 
vulsions, then coma, and finally, death. 

In the “dumb” form of rabies, an animal 
which is not affectionate may become unduly so, 
or an affectionate animal may become melancholy 
and seclude itself. The animal eventually loses in¬ 
terest in all activity around it, slips into a coma, 
and dies. 

Use caution with any animal showing a change 
in normal behavior. If you should be bitten by an 
animal suspected of having rabies, contact your 
physician at once. Do not destroy the biting animal. 
It should be confined for purposes of observation 
by the proper authorities. 

Rabies vaccination fro dogs is compulsory in 
most counties of California, and all dogs four 
months or older are required to be vaccinatged for 
rabies. Clinics are available annually, or dogs can 
be inoculated by private veterinarians. 

Cats, because of their hunting habits, are more 
easily exposed to rabid wildlife and should be 
vaccinated. 

Vaccinated provides your animal excellent im¬ 
munity against rabies. All cat and dog owners 
should be concerned, not only for themselves and 
their families, but also for (heir fellow citizens, 
and obtain this very important protection for pets.

On May 1, Westinghouse Electric 
formally reorganized and renamed its 
cable television holdings. Group W 
Cable, Inc., as the final step in the 
takeover. 

Under the direction of Daniel 
Ritchie, the chairman of Group W 
Broadcasting and Cable, the company 
has made substantial changes in its 
management philosophy. 

Over the next three years. Westing- 
house will spend more than $450 
million to upgtade and rebuild Group 
W Cable’s existing cable television 
systems. 

Group W Cable intends to improve 
the quality of television reception 
while expanding program options for 
subscribers. 

Locally, the first system to be 
rebuilt was in Sierra Madre. The com¬ 
pany spent more than $2 million to 
upgrade reception and to enlarge the 
channel capacity from 12 to 52 
channels. 

The Federal Communications Com¬ 


mission’s recent inspection of the 
Sierra Madre system found that the 
new system was working very well 
and providing clear reception. 

“I would rate the overall condition 
of this sytem as very good. Picture 
qualities for the most part were very 
good to excellent,” said Martin 
Volkoff of the FCC in San Francisco. 

To further improve the quality of 
service and responsiveness to the com¬ 
munity, Group W Cable has made 
several changes in the company’s 
management. 

The company conducted an exhaus¬ 
tive search for a new president who 
could provide the dynamic leadership 
necessary to restore the company to 
the number one position in the 
industry.

Derick as the new president, it was 
obvious to all of the industry’s leaders 
that Group W Cable had selected the 
man who could accomplish its goals.

In January, 1979, Satellite Syndi¬ 
cated Systems began transmitting 
several programs three to five hours a 
day as a fill-in on transponder I of 
Satcom I while .KTVU, Oakland was 
off the air, SSS immediately began re¬ 
ceiving requests l.om cable ssmciii'' 
wanting to cans onl\ this small Pii:tck 
ol programming, called the Satellite 
Program Network. 

Despite this modest beginning, 
SPN grew at a phenomenal rate, with 
over 1 ,()(X),()(K) subscribers viewing 
the network by September ol that 
same year. 

An important step for SPN was its 
move to transponder 9 on Westar III. 
This move enabled SPN to i)rogram 
around the clock, 24 hours every day. 
In most areas, cable systems need only 
a 3.6 meter dish to receive the Westar 
signal. The move to Westar has been 
an overwhelming success, with 3 mil¬ 
lion homes already connected and 
nearly 4 million to be connected by 
the end of 1981. 

SPN’s growth resulted from a need 
in the industry lot a 24-hour national 



cable network with entertainment and 
information for all kinds of viewers 
and SPN fills that need.

RAY LARSON 

EAGLE ROCK, CALIF. - Even 
now, when he is sitting in a wheel¬ 
chair, you know that Ray Larson, 53, 
was once a very active, physical guy. 
You can sense the restlessness as he 
talks, the longing to once again be 
outside climbing poles and ladders. 

If you listen to Ray for long, he will 
tell you that his ultimate goal is just 
to climb a pole one more time. But 
for now, as the result of a freak reac¬ 
tion to a flu shot, he is stuck in a self- 
powered wheel chair. 

Like many Americans, Ray Larson 
received a flu shot in August of 1977 
during the government’s campaign 
against an anticipated flu epidemic. 
Four weeks later, he awoke one 
morning to go to work as Group W 
Cable’s Multiple Disc System Super¬ 
visor for Los Angeles and Orange 
Counties. 

At first, he had a little difficulty 
getting out of bed, but did not realize 
the extent of his illness until he tried 
to pick up one of the family dogs. An 
hour later, he could not pick up a 
coffee cup without using two hands. 
An hour after that he could not 
move. Three days later, he became 
paralyzed to the point that he could 
not even open his eyes. 

Me was like that for six weeks. The 
doctors even began to think he might 
be brain-damaged beyond hope — a 
“vegetable.” The only one who did 
not give up on Ray was his wife Shirley 
who visited him every one of those 
days. 

Even after he “awoke” he could only 
communicate by blinking his eyes as 
doctors and others ran down the 
alphabet. Slowly, painfully, Ray has 
come back. He is mobile now thanks 
to the electric wheelchair, which he 
controls with his left hand, and a spe¬ 
cially equipped van he drives to and 
from work. 

Now, after three years of rehabili¬ 
tation, he is back working for Ciroup 
W Cable. He can not climb a pole — 
yet — but he can operate a computer 
as a Customer Service Representative 
for the Eagle Rock office. 

Ray had never used a keyboard 
before his accidetit. But, due to a 
desire to write letters to his friends, he 
taught himself to use a typewriter 
three years ago. When he learned that 
Ciroup W was going to a computerized 
system, he wtnt out to his old office 
in Ontario, and practiced with the

THF CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE DOES HEREBY ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Sections 9150, 9151, and 9152 
of the Sierra Madre Municipal Code are hereby 
amendfid to read as f<^lows: 

SECTION 9150. CONDOMINIUM AND 
APARTMENT PROJECTS. 

These multiple family regulations are in¬ 
tended to provide criteria and guidelines for con¬ 
dominium and apartment construction as de¬ 
fined herein. The standards include density, 
parking, open space, light and air, pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic circulation, and are in¬ 
tended to create condominium projects that 
are well desigrted, aesthetically pleasing, com¬ 
patible with the surrounding community, of a 
pleasing and desirabic character, and so as to 
harmonize with adjacent residential use. 

Although this is an amendment to the Sub¬
